• Largest room for special events, classes, community rentals

• Long-throw projector with a motorized screen, sound system with 
microphones (wired and wireless) and assisted-listening devices

• Glass wall on north side of room can completely open to interior courtyard; 
on south side, direct access to exterior patio & parking lot

 COMMERCIAL KITCHEN

• Connected to Grand Oak room 

• For Center-based event catering, classes and separate rentals

• All electric appliances

• Large multi-purpose room for classes, meetings, seminars 
and activities

• Equipped with 4-panel flat screen monitor, sound system 
with microphones and assisted-listening devices

 MANZANITA

• Medium-size multi-purpose room for classes,
meetings, seminars, and activities 

• Interior glass wall can completely open to lobby

• Equipped with multi-panel presentation board

 APRICOT

• Medium-size multi-purpose room for classes,
meetings, seminars, and activities 

• Equipped with flat screen monitor and 
multi-panel presentation board



 CEDAR & SYCAMORE

• Headquarters of Adult 50+ program

• Cedar is a lounge space for relaxing and 
socializing

• Sycamore is a flexible activity space primarily 
for classes and table-top game playing

• Located conveniently off the south entrance, 
both rooms equipped with flat screen 
monitors, sound system with microphones, 
assisted-listening devices, and doors that open 
to patio space

• Rooms can be joined to form one larger space 
via retractable room divider

 BUCKEYE & MADRONE

• Two enclosed conference rooms for 
small group meetings, study sessions 
and small classes

• Each equipped with presentation board

 BIRCH

• For arts & crafts classes and activities

• Adjustable tables for sitting or standing
while working on projects

• Equipped with presentation board and 
work counter with accessible sinks 



 COURTYARD

• Patio area accessible through the sliding 
glass doors of the Grand Oak 

• Furnished with tables and chairs in fully 
landscaped setting

 BOCCE BALL COURTS

• 2 regulation size courts

• Oyster shell blend playing surface

• String lights allow for night-time play

 MAPLE

• For dance and fitness classes

• Equipped with sprung wood floor, 
fully-mirrored wall and ballet barre 

• Equipped with sound system with 
microphones and assisted-listening devices

• Wall of windows can fully open to interior 
courtyard, allowing for natural air flow

 JUNIPER

• Teen-focused space

• Comfy furniture for lounging

• Flat screen monitor for digital media

• Equipped with sound system with 
microphones and assisted-listening devices

• Multiple charging stations

• Adjoining patio with outdoor ping-pong table

GARDEN HOUSE

LOS ALTOS COMMUNITY CENTER 
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THROUGHOUT BUILDING

• Abundance of windows, increasing daylight lighting 
and decreasing overall energy used for interior lighting

• All-electric building

• Water-wise devices

• Fans in every room limits need for air conditioning

ROOFING

• 7,500 square feet of solar panels on the roof (attached 
to the LEED acceptable shingles) enables building to 
generate between 60% and 90% of its own electricity

LANDSCAPING

• Landscaping drainage system filters and holds water 
run-off, simultaneously reducing strain on city water 
system and increasing water quality via four bioretention 
areas on-site 

• Interior courtyard features a stone channel that runs 
alongside a central path and also provides site drainage 
for this 3-sided courtyard. Storm water exits the channel, 
and is routed to one of the Center’s four bioretention 
areas where it is filtered and held for future use.   

• Four green vehicle charging stations 

• Multiple bicycle rack areas
